Acting on a writ of restitution granted by 
Judge Dunne, Chief Deputy Peterson of the 
Sheriff's office, with a squad of 100 men, last 
night threw the property of the Fergus 
Printing company, 191 and 198 Michigan 
street, from the building into the alleys and 
streets. 

Nothing was left in the building. Masses 
of printing presses, hundreds of fonts of 
pied type, stacks of paper, torn and scat - 
tered, tables, racks, and other furniture 
were piled in one confused The evic- 
tion was complete at daylight. The writ 
was the result of a petition made by the 
Owner of the bullding, William H. Payne. 

Since the first of last May the printing 
company has occupied the building con- 
trary to the wishes of the owner. The lease 
expired at that time and the A. Booth com- 
pany, fish dealers, had contracted for the 
place. But the Fergus people did not move. 
Day after day notices were served upon 
them, but to no effect. The place suited 
them and the presses are heavy and difficult 


to handle. 
Rent Days Pass By. 

For many years the printing firm occupied 
the building at the northwest corner of I- 
Unols street and Dearborn avenue. It was 
under the control of Robert Fergus, the 
father of the men who are now in charge of 
the business.. Last February an eviction 
notice was served and all the property had 
to be removed. 

As temporary quarters the first floor, oc- 
cupied by the company until last night, was 
leased from Mr. Payne and the tangled ef- 
fects were moved in. This lease was made 
until May 1. By that time the Fergus com- 
‘pany agreed to locate permanently in an- 
‘other place. Almost six months passed and 
the alleged promise was not fulfilled. The 
Booth company continued to call for the 
first floor. The owner seconded its demand. 
Late yesterday afternoon Mr. Payne ap- 
peared before Judge Dunne and told him the 
story of the trouble. Unpaid rents and an 
expired lease were the reasons presented in 
the prayer why the firm should move. 
Let a Writ of restitutien issue,” an- 
nounced the Judge, and Deputy Peterson be- 
Fun to hire the men who were needed to 
move the heavy machinery. At 9 o''elock 
last night they began their work: Owner 
‘Payne and his wife were on hand to lead in 
the operations. With a crash and a smash 
the frames and tables began to pile up in the 
alley and streets. Cords of paper followed 
until, at midnight, all the lighter material 
was stacked in the street. Then the men 
began to tire of the work. 


Strike Threat Averted. 

We want money to buy supper or we'll 
stop work now,“ was the declaration of the 
men. A threatened strike was averted by 
an order from Peterson, who marched the 
workmen to a restaurant for a midnight 
meal. Then they began on the presses, the 


» heaviest of the machinery. 


A representative of the Booth company, 
which occupies the second and third floors of 
the Payne Building, was present to see that 

none of the property belonging to his firm 
was disturbed. 

Several policemen from the East Chicago 
Avenue Station were attracted to the scene 
by the sound of the falling wood and metal. 
Lieutenant Nolie was immediately notified, 
but, after telling the policemen to keep the 
passageways clear, informed them that they 
had no further interest in the matter. 

The work of the constables was not com- 
plete until near daylight. 

‘Proctor’s Castle Occupied. 

“Proctor’s Castle in North Evanston 
was occupied yesterday by E. B. Hoyt, a 
representative of the owner, Mrs. Har- 
graves. The former tenant, Daniel Webster 
Proctor, with his son Fred, guarded the 
household goods that had been thrown into 
the street the day before. Proctor made 
no effort to move his effects away, but an- 
nounced that he intended to remain fn the 
highway until he could reénter his former 


home. 


PLAN PNEUMATIC TUBE 
SYSTEM BENEATH THE 
ELEVATED RAILROADS. 


Boston Company’s Engineer Negotiates 
Use of Structures as Carriers for 
System Adapted to Delivery of Com- 
mercial Packages. 


The American Pneumatic Tube company 
of Boston, through its agent and engineer, 
E. A. Fordyce, has entered into negotiations 
-to use the structure of elevated roads as 
carriers for a system of pneumatic tube 
service for the delivery of commercial pack- 
ages. 

The plans provide for the use of the ele- 
vated structures so far as they extend. At 
their terminals it is planned to bring the 
tubes to the surface and to begin excava- 
tions there. An ordinance will be necessary 
for this portion of the work if undertaken. 
Arrangements now being discussed provide , 
for central stations, to which the packages 
could be delivered from smaller tubes con- 
necting with stores or by wagons. 

Postmaster Gordon, who, with a govern- 
ment commission, is investigating the ques- 
tion of pneumatic delivery, stated that an 
underground system was the only one to 
be thought of, difficulties in the way of the 
plan proposed such: as, to: render, it 
almost impracticabie. Harry G. Selfridge 
stated that no system of pneumatic delivery 
for retail houses could be made a paying 
investment.

Now that the Pennsylvania has 
taken the lead, it is expected the other trunk 
line executives will place their contracts im-

At $26 per ton the contracts made today 
aggregate $3,900,000. It is estimated that 
the railways of the United States will need

He 
says that in addition to the Pennsylvania 
contract a large tonnage had already been 
placed by the smaller roads, and that one 
railroad President informed him a few days 
ago that he would promptly place an order 
for more than 100,000 tons at the prevailing 
price, $26. 

The President of one of the important 
railroad systems says he does not believe 
the question of price would enter into the 
size of orders placed by the raſlroads to any 
considerable extent. He had placed an order 
for next year’s supply of rails, and its ex- 
tent had been governed entirely by the needs 
of his company and was not larger or smaller 
than it would have been if a different price 
had been obtainable. Railroads, he said, 
were fortunate in contracting heavily for 
rails at the low price of 1898, so that many 
of them really do not need as large a supply 
this year as ordinarily. 

On the other hand, much of the unusual 
purchases and the activity in renewing rails 
during the last two years are due to the 
fact that not a few railroads, particularly 
the Western lines, did not keep up their 
track work during the period of depression 
and recently have been only good 
their former scrimping in rail renewals:

TRY TO ASSESS POLICE 


DEMOCRATIC WORKERS BUSY IN 
"HEIDELMEIER’S DISTRICT. 


Seek to Swell Campaign Fund by So- 
liciting $10 Contributions from De- 
tectives and Patrolmen—Inspector 
Refuses to Belicve Report — Presi- 
dent Lindblom Will Investigate if 
‘Specific information Is Supplied 
Men Refuse Donations. 


During the last few days a number of de- 
tectives and policemen of Inspector Heidel- 
meier’s district have been approached by 
Democratic party campaign managers and 
urged to contribute 610 each to the campaign 
fund. In several cases the men have re- 
fused to pay what they call unjust assess- 
ment for the interests of Democracy. They 
have remained silent, and the detectives who 
were asked to give money declined to let 
their names be published, fearing the power 
and influence of Democratic officials might 
result in the loss of their positions. In ar- 
guing against the attempt at taxation the 


police of the North Side say they receive no 


benefit in paying the money, and that the 
salary they receive has to be used for the 
support of theni#elves and families. 

When asked about the matter yesterday 
Inspector Heidelmeier said he was unaware 
that anything of the sort had been attempted 
or was going on in his division. He did not 
believe it, he said, and asserted that it would 
be Stopped if he found that the men under 
him were being to contribute part of 
their pay. 

President Lindblom Indignant. 

President Lindblom of the Civil Service 
commission was indignant when informed of 
the attempt to secure tribute. He said that 
no one who gave the name of the person or 
persons that asked for funds for the Demo- 
crats would be in any danger of losing his 
position. ' 

This thing comes up before nearly every 
election, but so far our work to discover 
those who have tried to secure money has 
been futile. Only last week we were in- 
formed of the attempt at assessing employés 
of the city, but could do nothing on account 
of not receiving specific cases. The matter 
should be given publicity, and it would have 
the effect of stopping the soliciting of money. 
If the commission is informed of the parties 
attempting such a thing we will make a rigid 
investigation and endeavor to secure their 
prosecution.”’

A policeman who was called into the office 
of a Lieutenant ot a station on the North 
Side and asked to contribute $10 talked of 
how he had been approached, but declined to 
allow his name to be used.

Second Hall of Fame Planned. 


Acting on representations from Harvard 
University the Senate of the New York Uni- 
versity presented to the corporation a plan 
by which a memorial similar to the Hall of 
Fame shall be erected for names other than 
those of native born Americans. It is pro- 
posed to build a new edifice to be joined to 
the north porch of the present hall, to con- 
tain space for not over thirty panels, ten to 
be devoted to the commemoration of ten for- 
eign born Americans who have been de- 
ceased at least ten years, an additional panel 
to be devoted to one name every five years 
throughout the twentieth century. Chan- 
cellor McCracken said that unless the new 
hall were built some of the most distin- 
guished artists would not be eligible. 

The judges who voted against the name of 
Benjamin Franklin were President Day of 
Syracuse University, W. M. Sloane of New 
York City, and Chief Justice R. F. Taylor 
of Florida. 


Five More Names May Be Added. 

The five names which may be added by 
special action of the Senate are William 
Cullen Bryant, John C. Calhoun, and Andrew 
Jackson, with 49 votes each, and John Quincy 
Adams and James Madison, with 48 votes 
each. 

John Quihcy Adams polled his lightest vote 
from the Chief Justices, only eight of the 
twenty-three selecting his name.

‘BILLS ON NEW BASIS. 


People’s Company Refuses Settlement 
tor September, with Statement That 
Injunctions Will Be Fought Out in 
Courts—President Billings Declares 
Consumers Contented with One Dol- 
lar Price as Long as It Is Uniform— 
Rumors of Peace Denied. 


Efforts made by over 200 patrons of the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke company yes-. 
terday to compel the company, under tem- 
porary injunctions granted by the Circuit 
Court, to accept 40 cents in payment for 
every 1,000 feet of gas used, were met by the 
refusal of the company to receive the money. 
The payments were offered on September 
bills, on which the company had charged the 
$1 rate. The company’s charge in each case 
had been reduced 60 per cent, and the bills 
were presented in a batch by Attorney Henry 
R. Platt, counsel for the complaining con- 
sumers. 

The company refused to accept the money 
offered, with the statement that the injunc- 
tions would be fought out in the courts, and 
that until the result of such action the-bills 
against the complaining consumers would 
be held against them as debts. 

C. K. G. Billings, President of the People’s 
company, made an announcement defending 
the $l rate. The wholesale issuance of in- 
junctions by the Circuit Court will not harm 
our ease, said Mr. Billings, because we 
simply shall fight the suit out on one case. 
One dollar is a fair price for gas. Con- 
sumers are contented with this rate as long 
as they are satisfied that no one else is get- 
ting a lower rate. This agitation against 
the People’s company has been brought 

t only because the rate war on the 
orth Side. The People’s company manu- 
fagtures and sells illuminating gas of twen- 
ty-four-candle power at a net rate of $1, and 
it will be found upon investigating that all 
other large cities are paying as much or 
more for their gas.“

Shipment of mining machinery to south 
Africa has been resumed by the Fraser &

The report of the American Society for the 
Extension of University Teaching. Phila.

the society, which has completed its tenth 
year, is steadily increasing in extent and 
advancing tn efficiency. aS 

The Secretary's report shows that 
the year sixty-five university extension cen- 
ters were active and ninety-five courses of 
lectures were delivered. 4 

The course attendance at lectures was 
22,065; at classes, 7,081. The attendance at 
lectures during the preceding year was 21.

Intelſectually Helen Keller is even now but 
13 years old. For she was 7 before she was 
taught anything at all, before even the 
slightest ray of mental light was permitted 
to penetrate to her stified brain. That the 
brain must have been stified has since been 
shown, for perhaps no other child that the 
world has ever known has assimilated with 
anything like the avidity of this one the les- 
sons careful teachers have been able to give. 


It was under the Instruction of Arthur Gil- - 


man, for many years the treasurer of Rad- 
cliffe College, that the bulk of Miss Keller’s 
preparation was accomplished. When Mr. 
Gilman was approached some five or so 
years ago by Miss Sullivan, Helen's teacher, 
in regard to the education of her young 
charge, he felt a natural hesitancy in un- 
dertaking what seemed to be an almost 
hopeless task, but Miss Sulliwan urged the 
matter strenuously and successfully, and 
the work was begun. : 

After becoming familiar with what his 
pupil had already done, Mr. Gilman saw his 
way clear to all tie examinations except that 


in experimental physics. And this obstacle 


was got over by the substitution of its al- 
ternatives, text book physics and astron- 
omy. In the pursuit of the former subject 
Miss Keller’s delicate touch stood her in ex- 
cellent stead. When she first met the word 
mercury, for instance, and was taken to the 
laboratory to have a look at it, she took 
some in her hand, and readily enough under- 
stood that the stuff had been well named 
quicksilver. When some was spilled on the 
floor and she tried to pick it up she found 
it extremely elusive. Then she weighed a bot- 
tleful with almost absolutely accurate re- 
sults. As for astronomy, when provided with 
a planetarium upan which she could feel the 
position of the heavenly bodies this presented 
almost no difficulties. : 


Geometry and Algebra Hard. 

Geometry and algebra were naturally 
rather hard for a girl who had omy her sense 
of touch to help her, but by patience and the 
employment of several ingenious instru- 
ments these subjects, too, were mastered. 
In the matter of foreign languages Helen 
was quite at home. She possesses a wonder- 
ful memory as well as the philological kind 
of mind. All languages are a joy to her. 
and sincé she learned to speak English by 
placing her fingers upon the lips of her in- 
structor she could, of course, learn the oral 
part of any other language in precisely the 
same way. For the rest grammar, compo- 
sition, and so on—thé raised letter books and 
her wonderful memory supplied everything 
needed. 4 

Miss Keller's grasp of English and her apt- 
ness in the matter of literary allusicns is 
nothing short of wonderful. Her work: in 
translation is invariably brilliant and always 
presents a clear and forceful picture of wrat- 
ever scene is being described. In class she 
used to interrupt when an unpleasant trans- 
lation was offered, and when vu-ger or re- 
volfing things were touched upon her fine 
nature would almost involuntarliv cry ou: 
against it. On one occasion, when the text 
referred to the devil, she objected strenuous- 
ly, saying it was bad enough to have such 
a creature in existence without referring to 
him in literature. 

During her English preparation Miss 
Keller enjoyed extremeiy the plays of Shaks- 
peare and the essays cf Burke. Her deli- 
cious sense of humor was shown when, in 
reading that Burke said “ Parliament has 
disarmed Wales by statute and now pro- 
poses to disarm America by an instruction,” 
she quietly remarked: ‘“ Rather polite, was 
it not?“ When Mr. Gilman explained to her 
the meaning of chicane and showed her the 
trick by which the New-Englanders nulli- 
fied an act of Parliament, Helen exclaimed: 
“That was the way in which the case was 
decided in ‘ The Merchant of Venice.’ It was 
a legal quibble that Bellario taught Portia!" 

m these and other incidents Mr. Gilman 
was early led to conclude that Helen Keller 
has the logical mind, even it all other womin 
are held to lack it. 


Apt at Quotations. 

Years ago the child was apt at quotations. 
On one occasion, when she visited a giris’ 
school near Boston, she filled with astonish- 
ment all who saw her by the quickness with 
which she would fit to an object some of the 
little poetry she then knew. Two heads of 
Nero, one representing him as a child and 
the other as an Emperor, were examined 
by her on this occasion and she expressed 
great wonder that such a sweet and inno- 
cent child could develop inte the wicked 
man she knew Nero to have been. From 
the lips of the man’s face she quickly read 
the dominant characteristic of pride. Venus 
was joyfully recognized, and a head of Zeus 
suggested at once a vivacious recitation of 
these Homeric lines relating to Athena: 
She sprang of a sudden from out the im- 
mortal head, whirling her pointed lance; huge 
Olympus was shaken to its base under the 
weight of the gray-eyed goddess, and all 
around the earth groaned terribly.“ Helen 
was only 11 when this visit took place and 
11, be it remembered, means 4 years ald in- 
tellectually—since the child was 7 before she 
was even taught how to use her sense of 
touch. 

A girl with a mind like that could do any- 
thing. After reading an authenticated in- 
cident like this of the school visit one ceases 
to wonder that Helen Keller entered Rad- 
cliffe with flying colors, passed in advanced 
Latin with credit, and in advanced Greek, 
which her tutor regarded as her star sub- 
ject with the B that means an honor. 
The examination papers were given her in 
the Braille raised point system and the 
answers she wrote upon a typewriter, in the 
use of which she is an expert. Her teachers 
say that while at snap questions she has no 
more aptitude than the majority of her fel- 
low-students, when she has time enough she 
greatly outstrips them in the quality of her 

ork. 


Upon history she will write bookfuls and 
she has to be stopped in her dissertations 
upon Pericles or Cicero. Besides passing in 
all the required subjects, Miss Keller has 
entered Radcliffe with -a course or two to 
the good. Freshman English and advanced 
French were anticipated or taken in ad- 
vance by her. fei: 
Ambitious Course in French. 

Of the subjects which this remarkable girl 
is now studying perhaps that most dimcult 
for her to receive is the course called French 
2a in Harvard and Radcliffe. It deals with 
prose and poetry of La Fontaine, Corneille, 
Racine, Moliére, Victor Hugo, George Sand, 
Alfred de Musset, and Taine. This is a full 
course and has three hours a week of recita- 
tion work. At the lectures Helen is invaria- 
bly accompanied by Miss Sullivan, who sits 
close beside her and gives her in the manual 
language whatever the instructor may be 


saying. 
She has the most indomitable enthusiasm 


. for study, and though she is not at all con- 


ceited she thinks, not unreasonably, as has 
been proved, that she can do almost any- 


thing. Much of her intellectual power her 
teachers feel may be directly attributed to 


her long and honorable line of ancestors.

Professor T. B. Veblen of the University 
of Chicago and author of “The Leisure 
Class, has returned from New Mexico, 
where he has been spending his vacation in
